Nor can the result of 
any primary contest involve the ap 
proval or disapproval of the adminis- 
tration—-that's the White House view 
before and after the primaries. 


It cannot be denied that Mr. Hard- 


Ing wanted Mr. New to win. He told 
John C. Shaffer, the Indiana pub 
Iisher, that same thing a few weeks 
ago. He had no reason to fear the 
roming of Beveridge to the Senate 
but he didn't want to see New dis 
placed. As for the people of Indiana, 
the view that the administration pre- 
fers to take of the contest is that the 
vote was more an evidence of intense 
fondness for Beveridge than dislike 
of Harry New. 


WELL AID BEVERIDGE 


Before the campaign gets fully un- 


der way, the influence of the Republi- 
can national administration will be 
thrown to former Senator Beveridge 
in the hope that he may triumph 
next November. 
Disaffection usually

ted this year will total not less than 
250. 


WANT SMALL HOFSES 


Real estate dealers find a demand 


for homes of five or six rooms that 
it is impossible to fill, either by rent 
or purchase. 
They say few houses

to.

will help tho renter because 
tenant

-i rat ion by TroNkyV army. The ration- 
al world knows that communism cannot 
SUI-M.VC. 
It is a suicidal theory. 
Its cou- 


scqnence^ in Russia have been the nms' 
pernicious in history. With the world at 
large and eighty-five per cent of the peo- 
ple of Russia having no use for socialism, 
there is no doubt a* to the ultimate ter- 
mination. 
Lenine will have to clash with 


Trotsky at some time. 
lias he decided 


that he can afford to wait and allow so- 
^.ietism to kill itself.

After sad experi- 


ence communists themselves disavow their 
theories. 
Perhaps Lenine is presuppos- 


ing that when Trotsky breaks with him, 
the army will be much smaller and much 
weaker.

THOSE NEBl'LOUS VITAMINS 


A discriminating reader writes: 
"You 
have several times referred to your talks 


(only incidentally as far as I have observed) to 'vita- 
mins.' In one instance you stated that they were 
'unidentified.' How then do we know that they ex- 
ist as 'A.' 'B,' and T.' and wherein is the difference? 
The propaganda vitamin literature with which we 
are flooded is much like the other promotion pro- 
paganda. 
If it is not fraudulent It should justify 


itself to intelligent beings. I have not seen an at- 
tempted elucidation which was not largely nebulous. 
We are told that vitamin? are like electricity as to 
identification. 
Our knowledge and explanation of 


electricity are not nebulous but very definite and 
discriminating. 


"If you would exploit this vitamin question to 


the satisfaction of the 'man from Misouri' your 
corner of our favored newspaper would be even 
more popular and striking than at present-—which 
would be very high praise." (H. E. .1.) 


In order to capture the capra of that gentleman 


from the state Mark Twain made famous I must 
give away one of the secrets of the trade—our 
trade. When we are rather in the air as to the na- 
ture, cause or remedy for anything we generally 
turn out highly nebulous "literature" about it. If 
you will think this over for a moment or two you 
will apprehend that it applies with equal truth to 
scientific medicine, quack medicine, patent medi- 
cine, domestic or kitchen medicine, curbstone medi- 
cine, and drugless me'dicine. 
Likewise it helps in 


the marketing of a great many religions. Shortcut 
courses in six easy lessons by mail in anything from 
playing the ukulele to developing a commanding 
personality generally hook the victim somewhere 
above the clouds. And every person so unfortunate 
as to ha\e a bank account knows how sweetly nebu- 
lous are the prognostications of the grand army of 
stock swindlers whose "literature" gives body and 
bulk to one's daily harvest of waste paper. 


We got in wrong on the vitamin fad. we doctors 


\Ve failed to exercise due discrimination and ac- 
cepted without reasonable hesitancy the experiment 
of a number of laboratory experts who worked 
with mice, rat?, pigeons and other lower animals. 
Some of the findings or observations of the labora- 
tory men might apply to human beings if human 
beings were subjected to the same feeding and en- 
vironment as the laboratory animals, but with the 
exception of a limited number of infants artificially 
fed and perhaps an occasional group of prisoners or 
other persons confined in institutions which are bad 
ly managed, there is no shortage of vitamins in 
America and nobdy need worry about the vitamin 
content of his food. 


So far as taking medicine is concerned, it is the 


height of absurdity for any one to imagine he can 
derive any particular benefit from vitamins purport' 
ing to be present in pills or other medicinal prepara 
tions, and for that matter there is precious little 
evidence to support the fancy that any such modi 
cines do contain vitamins or more vitamins or more 
concentrated vitamins than one gets in the ordin 
ary every day bill of fare. 


Remember a few years ago how every mineral 


water, all of a, sudden, began to have "radio ac 
live" properties? Radium was the great new discov- 
ery and everybody was importuned to try a little— 
a very little indeed!—on whatever ailed him. Well 
radium is old stuff now. It is vitamins today. Have 
you had your vitamins this morning? No matter 
Don't bother—you can scarcely miss your bharc un 
less you stop eating.

TEMPER AND THE OVERHEATED 


ROOMS 


— The medical correspon- 


dent of the Times sees a manner in 
improving the general temper of hu- 
manity.

That temperament is influenced by

however, to think that the "cooling- 
power" of the atmosphere at any par- 
ticular moment or in any particular 
room plays a vital part. 


Cooling power can now he-measur- 


ed. thanks to the invention of Dr. 
Leonard Hill of a very remarkable lit- 
tle instrument known as the Kata- 
thermometer. This instrument is so 
constructed that it can measure its 
own rate of cooling when its temper- 
ature approximates to that of the hu- 
man body.

testified to by Dr. Leonard Hill. 
If 


it is rendered unhealthy by hot, damp 
atmospheres temperamental 
changes 


are apt to occur, and these tend to de- 
terioration rather than to improve- 
ment of our mental stamina.. Or. Hill 
recalls the "nose bleeding as a sign 
of love," which has often been observ- 
ed, and points to it as an indication 
of the connection between emotional 
states and ventilation.
